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In this connection he said that ha thought the present radio program 
of the ONWtttaa was not an important and timely vehicle. X. peats 
agra ad, earing that the lass attention to radio, tha batter, that what 
was needed was a quiat jab.

At this point Mr* fed. suer, with apologies to Mr. Sergeant, raised 
a point which ho aold Mr. Barrett had brought up with hi».
